Counter Attacks Fail 
PARIS, Sept. 9.-—-Violent counter 
attacks were made last night by the 
Germans on the positions taken yes- 
terday by the French troops in the 
Verdun region, After a hard struggle, 
in which the French artillery played a 
telling part and in which the infantry 
surged forward again, the French po- 
sitions were left intact. 
The text reads: 
“During the night our detachments 
xecuted various surprise attacks into 
he German lines, notably near La 
Royere farm, east of Reims, and 
he region of Maisons de Champagne 
We captured some material and a cer- 
tain number of prisoners, 

Maintain Positions 

“On the right bank of the Meuse, 
northeast of Verdun, the Germans 
launched violent counter attacks upon 
the ~ositions we conquered yesterday 
in the sector of the Bois dos Fosses 
and the Bois des Caurieres, The en- 
emy attacks were broken by our fire 
which inflicted heavy losses upon the 
assailants. At some ports on the 
front of the attack, fierce 
took place, Our troops resisted ener- 
getically and after alternating ad- 
vances and retreats, maintained their 
positions, 

“The number of prisoners which we 
took on September 8, numbers about 
800, Our reconnoitering parties which 
pushed out in frent of the Bois des 
Fosses Counted near'y a thousand en- 
emy dead before our lines in this 
region.

} Prisoners and Material 

| PARIS, Sept. 9.—The text of the 
statement issued by the war office is: 

“In Champagne, east of the road 
between St. Hilaire and St. Souplet, 
our detachments penetrated a Ger- 
man trench, destroying a number of 
shelters and brought back material 
and about twenty prisoners, including 
three officers, 

“On the right bank of the Meuse, 
our troops this morning attacked the 
enemy lines on a front of two and a 
half kilometres, advancing to a depth 
of 500 metres in the sector of Les 
Fosses Bois des Caurieres, The op- 
erations were completely successful, 
despite the stubborn resistance of the 
Germans. 

“We enlarged our positions north 
of the Bois des Fosses, occupied the 
Boils Le'Chaume in its entirety and 
captured the crest of the line which 
dominates the Bois des Caurieres, The 
number of prisoners taken exceeds 
600 of which fifteen are officers. Quite 
lively artillery firing hag been main- 
tained on the left bank of the Meuse. 

“Eastern Theatre: On the Struma 
patrol encounters have taken place in 
region of Doiran and the Karasbanoir 
Road, six kilometres south of Chevy- 
geli. Quite violent fighting on both 
sides occurred between Lakes Presba 
and Ochrida. The struggle continues 
for the possesion of elements of Rus- 
sian trenches where the enemy suc- 
| ceeded in gaining a foothold on Sep- 
|tember 5.” 

British Capture Trenches 
LONDON, Sept. 9.—The 
report from British headquarters 
| France tonight reads: 

“In a successful operation this 
morning Southeast of Hardicourt the 
Northumberland troops attacked and 
captured 600 yards of German tren- 
ches south of the positions we gained 
in this area on August 26th. W also

“Early in the morning the enemy al- 
so attacked our trenches in Inverness 
copse but was repulsed, leaving twelve 
prisoners in our hands, 

“We improved our position slightly 
during the night northeast of St.

Swedish Diplomat’s 
Intrigue. 


|PRO-GERMANISM OF 
COURT RECOGNIZED 
| Minister at Argentine Denies 
The Sending Of Cipher 
Messages. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
LONDON, Sept. 9.—The Washing- 
| ton state department's revelation of a 
| Swedish diplomat acting as an inter- 
|mediary for 
messages to Berlin has created one of 
the greatest international sensations 
of the war. 

Strongly Pro-German 
| The Swedish government, with the 
|monarchy and the aristotracy and 
the army officers, has been rated 
strongly pro-German throughout 
war, and Queen Victoria in several 
public utterances has proclaimed her 
Jerman sentiments in strong language. 
The people are reported as leaning 
strongly against Germany, In_ the 
more recent stages of the War, partic- 
ularly since the unrestricted subma- 
rine campaign began, Sweden's leaning 
;toward Germany was _ considered a 
natural complement of her old fear of 
the Russian autocracy, but the entente 
nations held the hope that when the 
cause for that distriust was removed 
by the revolution, Swedish feelings 
might undergo a radical change. 

Denmark and Germany 

All the London papers in their edi- 
torials denounce in unmeasured terms 
Germany's action as revealed in the 
Swedish disclosures. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—The gov- 
ernment’s exposure of how Sweden's 
legation in Argentine acted as a secret 
channel of communication for Count 
Luxburg, German charge in Buenos 
Ayres, and the British foreign office, 
has created a sensation which absorbs 
the diplomatic corps and all official 
quarters almost to the exclusion of all 
other subjects connected with the war. 

Next to Zimmermann 

As a revelation of the machination 
of German diplomacy it takés rank 
second only to the celebrated Zimmer- 
mann note plotting war between the 
United States and Japan and Mexico. 

The United States looks for action 
which will clear the Swedish govern- 
ment and the Stockholm foreign of- 
fices of the stigma of knowingly hav- 
ing been Germany’s tool in her new- 
est intrigue. 

Minister's Dental 

BUENOS AYRES, Sept. %.—The 
Swedish minister in Argentine, Baron 
Lowen, today denied that despatches 
in cipher had been sent to Berlin 
jby the German charge through the 
| Swedish legation at Buenos Ayres, “TI 
have not sent, nor Caused to be sent 
| by the legation under my charge, any 
telegram from the German legation 
The news is a great and disagreeable 
|surprise. I have called to my govern- 
|ment to clear up the matter. In the 
United States they are very excitable.”

Funeral Of Late J. J. Montgomery 
Held Yesterday To Edmon.

The funeral of the late J. J. Mont- 
gomery was held on Sunday after- 
noon and the many floral tributes 
from the different organizations to 
which he belonged and other friends, 
together with the long procession of 
automobiles that followed to the Ed- 
monton cemetery, bore téstimony to 
the respect in which he was held in 
the community. The remains were 
laid to rest with the very impressive 
ritual of the Masonic order, 

Mr. Montgomery, who was one of 
Edmonton's most respected and en- 
terprising citizens, passed away at his 
home in the Highlands on Thursday 


morning, the 6th inst.’ Coming to 
Edmonton in 1910, Mr. Montgomery 
engaged in the real estate business 


under the firm name of Montgomery 
& McQueen, with offices on Jasper 
avenue and a branch office at the 
corner of 90th street and 118th av- 
enue, and to him is largely due the 
opening up of the Alberta avenue dis- 
trict. He was born at Gorrie, On- 
tario, fifty years ago, and for thirty 
six years engaged in farming there. 
Then removing to Owen Sound, he 
engaged in the lumber business for 
some four years. In 1910 when Ed- 
monton was claiming the attention of 
so many as the most inviting spot 
in our Great West, Mr. Montgomery 
with his family moved here, and en- 
tered heartily into the spirit of the 
times. His attention was not wholly 
taken up with his own affairs. He 
became a member of the Edmonton 
Exhibition association, in which he 
was deeply interested and took an ac- 
tive part. He was also a moving 
spirit in the Edmonton Property Own- 
ers association. He was a member 
of Fordwich Lodge, A.F. & A.M., No 
331, Ontario; a member of the Elks, 
No, 2, Edmonton; Jasper L. O. L., No. 
2404. In religion he was a Methodist, 
the family being connected with the 
Highland Methodist: church. In poli- 
ties he was a Conservative. About 
five months ago, Mr. Montgomery was 
stricken with heart trouble, but was 
not thought dangerously ill), until a 
few weeks ago, when it was noticed 
the disease was making rapid inroads 
on his robust constitution. He leaves 
a wife and four children (two girls 
and two boys); his father, Wm. Mont- 
gomery, and a sister, Mrs, Bingham, 
of Gorrie, Ontario; three brothers, 
Alex., of Wroxeter, Ontario, Dr. W. G 
of Winnipeg, who was present at the 
funeral and who attended his bro- 
ther during the last few weeks of his 
illness, Dr. R. C. of Denver, Col., U.S.A

Anniversary of Baseball Peace Treaty. 

Tomorrow will mark the fourteenth anniversary of the sfening 
of the treaty of peace between the National and American leagues, 
ending the war which had beén carried on bygthose organizations 
for several years. It was on Sept. 11, 1903, that the magnates of 
the two major circuits buriéd tho hatthet and smoked the pipe 
of peace. Representatives of the big leagues and of the National 
Association of Professional Baseball Leagues, the governing body 
of the minors, entered into a treaty known as the national agree- 
ment. Under the terms of that historic document the major 1 eB 
enjoyed peace and plenty until the Federals invaded the field in 
1914 and started another war. Howevet, that conflict was of short 
duration and now everything is once moro serene in the realm of 
the national pastime. The national agreement set up a supreme 
court of ofganized baseball known as the National Commission. In 
1902 the players were wallowing in luxury, made possible by the 
the highest s@laries ever paid. This was due to competition for the 
services of the stars of the diamond, It was in the autumn of that 
year that one downtrodden serf of the diamond was offered $10,000 
cash and a contract for $26,000 additional for two years. This condi- 
tion of affairs determined the magnates to come to some sort of an 
agreement. With so much money floating around it was a shame 
to let the players get it, they reasoned, and in the following year 
the baseball war was ended. Of course, salaries of players are no 
longer what they used to was, which proves that what's sauce for 
the goose is not always sauce for the gander,

Bendigo-Gaunt Battle. 

One of the greatest ring battles during the first half of the 
last century was fought at Satfield, England, sixty-eight years ago 
today between W. Thompson, who fought under the name of Bendigo, 
end Ben Gaunt. Bendigo had been the champion of England for then 
years, having had little trouble in defending the title against all 
comers, until he met Ben Gaunt in 1849. The latter was a giant in 
stature and could withstand a tremendous amount of punishment. 
All of the sporting bloods of London assembled at the ringside, and 
many of them were men of title. A fortune was wagered on the 
‘result. When the men entered the ring the supporters of Gaunt felt 
that their money was &s good as won, for he loomed above the cham- 
pion like a skyscraper over a cottage. The blood started to flow 
early in the battle, and by the fiftieth round both men were bathed 
in their own gore and were wallowing about the ring stained red 
with blood. Gaunt had victory in his grasp at one time, and the 
Bendigo men, seeing that the champion was on his last legs, started 
a rough house, They swarmed into the ring, shouting and cursing 
ind fighting among ,themselves, and the principals were forced to 
leave the ring for a time. Bendigo recovered during the interval 
and when the mill was resumed he was comparatively fresh. From 
that time on he had the shade, but it is doubtful if he would have 
won had not the giant perpetrated a foul. The end came in the 
ninety-third round, after two hours and ten minutes of actual 
fighting.

Conneff Made Record That Stood for Fifteen Years. 

It was twenty-two years ago that Tommy Conneff, the speedy 
son of Erin, set up a new record for amateurs in covering a mile, 
a record that stood for over fifteen years before it was lowered 
by the merest fraction of a second. It was at Travers Island, the 
home of the New York Athletic club, that the little Irish-American 
performed his memorable feat. A week before, Conneff had covered 
1,320 yards in 3 minutes 2 4-5 seconds, which constituted a record. 
Then he determined to do a mile in such time as would never be 
bettered. The test of speed was carefully planned, and on the day 
set the track conditions were perfect. The weather was ideal. 
Handicaps assuring perfect pacing added to Conneff's opportunity, 
and he realized that it was a case of ‘‘now or never.” The little 
Irishman fairly split the air and it almost took two persons to 
keep track of him—one to say “here he comes,” and the other to 
say “There he goes.” At the finish of the mile the watch showed 
that 4 minutes 16 8-5 seconds had elapsed. Experts declared that the 
mark could never be lowered, in which they were mistaken, but 
for fifteen years it seemed that their prediction was correct. Nearly 
seven years passed after that memorable day in 1895 before any 
amateur threaténed to reach the Conneff mark. J. Binks, the Eng- 
Msh runner, came within one and one-fifth seconds of the record, 
but that was the best he could do. Several years passed, with the 
Conneff record still on the shelf, gathering dust, until 1909, at 
the Harvard Stadium, when Wilton Paull of the University of 
Pennsylvania gaye the Conneff record a close shave by doing a 
mile in 4 minutes 17 4-5 seconds, It was not until May 27, 1911, at 
Cambridge, Maas,,.that J. P. Jones, the great Cornell runner, actu- 
ally beat the Connell mark by one-fifth of a second. Tommy Con- 
neff long ago took off the spiked shoes for good and all, and joined 
the United States army. He will be a good one to have around 
when it comes to chasing the enemy. They are not likely to escape 
him, Conneff served in the Phillippines, where he used his won- 
derful speed in getting after the Tagalogs and other unfriendly 
spirits. Later he served at Uncle Sam's farthest north army post at 
St. Michaels, Alaska, When last heard of he was in southern Cali- 
fornia, and had risen to the rank of sergeant.
